For a good many yeai’s the News has 
taken no part in local political campaigns.

Now a situation has arisen which cannot 
be disregarded. The two senior members of 
the city council appear to have won a ma¬ 
jority control. As a matter of fact their 
advantage is only apparent. They have 
manoeuvered themselves into an impasse. 
They have been acting on ill-advised coun¬ 
sel. It will probably get them into difficul¬ 
ty on any course but a complete reversal I 
of policy. 

Talk of recall is heard. Threats of in¬ 
junction suits or other litigation are made, 
apparently in dead eaniest. These come, 
not from enemies, but from friends of Cen¬ 
tral Avenue opening and improvement 
whose right to a voice in that project can¬ 
not be denied. 


M ore than a little cordial approval has 
been voiced for the recent agitation in 
the News for rejuvenation of the Chamber 
of Commerce. It would be a waste of time 
to argue over who is responsible for the 
present situation. Three essential facts 
admit of no argument: 

1. The chamber of commerce is not 
meeting the needs of the community. 

2. The chamber of commerce is not get¬ 
ting enough support to enable it to carry 
on effective work. 

3. Sierra Madre needs a live chamber of 
commerce. ' 

What is to be done about it? Just this: 
By tradition or by-laws (try and find ’em) 
the season for election of new officers and 
directors is now’ here. Now is the time to 
w'ipe the slate and start all over. 

Business men and property owners who 
believe Sierra Madre should have a live 
chamber of commerce ought to get their 
names on the rolls right now, pay their 
dues and take a hand in the reorganization. 
It is worse than useless to stay on the out¬ 
side and criticize when every loyal citizen 
has a definite responsibility for work and 
support.

$140,000 for an SO-foot street, and 
$118,000 for a 65-foot street, as¬ 
suming $16,000 aid from the 
county. _ 

Actual cost of *mproveirients 
west of Balilwin Avenue would be 
$124,000, assuming $17,000 county 
aid. 

All these figures are for im¬ 
provements only. The cost of con- 
ilenmation proceedings, inclutling 
pajment for laiul taken for widen¬ 
ing and for opening the road thru 
to the west, should be additional. 
Until an appraisal is made, no 
estimate could be given for this 
expense. 

Under Mattoon Act proceiiure, 
said Mr. Hanneman, the costs 
would be spread over a drstrict 
extending half way from Central 
to Grand View on the north, and 
half way to Live Oak Avenue on 
the south. This would be assessed 
on a tax valuation basis, on land 
only. This was estimated at $12.22 
per $100 valuation for the uni¬ 
form 80-foot street, and $0.51 per 
$100 on the basis of a 65-foot 
street east of Baldwin. 

Engineer Gierlich explained that 
he is now preparing plans for the 
uniform 80-foot street under coun¬ 
cil’s orders. His present data and 
plans can be used if a 65-(oot 
street is desired. Chairman Smith 
pointed out that in the present 
stage the council can order the 
change. 

When called upon to discuss the 
legal phases of the project. City 
Attorney Baker said all personal- ^ 
ities should be kept out of the 
discussion. They were not only 
distasteful to him but should 
never be allowed to jeopardize 
such an important project. He 
then analyzed the procedure under 
the Mattoon act, with special ref¬ 
erence to the three classes of 
bonds provided for. He pointed 
out the dangers in the act which 
are recognized by its author and 
by leading attorneys, investment 
ami title companies. These center 
almost entirely in the immediate 
possession bonds which may be 
used in connection with con<lemna- 
tion proceedings. The liabilities 
which the city wmuUl assume upon 
issuing such bonds he regarded as 
unsafe. 

Consiilering the matter of pro¬ 
tests, Mr. Baker said it is a well 
establi.shed principle of law that 
the council is merely the agent 
for the property owners, and 
should be responsibe to their 
wishes. However, he said, a 61- 
per cent protest could be over¬ 
ruled by a four-fifths vote of the 
council. 

Dr. W. W'. Murphy offered a 
resolution protesting against the 
tearing up of the present paving 
on West Central Avenue and the 
.esulting expense of new paving. 
This was adopted by a roaring 
aye vote. 

Councilman Henry Isaacs who 
.sat in the front row had tried at 
various times thru the meeting to 
secure recognition for Attorney 
Robert Wygant, whom Attomey 
Baker said he had invited to be 
present and address the meeting. 
He now renewed the request, say¬ 
ing he did not like to have the 
meeting take action on any (|ues- 
tion without hearing Mr. Wygant. 
He and Councilman Belohlavek 
said they believed if the people 
thoroughly understood the Mat¬ 
toon Act they would feel differ¬ 
ently about the project. 

Tom Flather wanted to_ know 
whom Mr. Wygant represented 
and Mr. Isaacs said himself and 
Mr. Belohlavek. Mr. Flather tried 
in vain to get over a motion deny¬ 
ing the floor to Mr. Wygaiit on 
the ground that he is not a local 
taxpayer and has no interest here. 
Harold D. Carew' said he came to 
the meeting seeking information 
and thought fair play required 
that Mr. Wygant be heard. 

When Chairman Smith succeed¬ 
ed in restoring order so that Mr. 
Wygant could be heard, he said 
he would not take time after three 
hours of talking to explain the 


Mattoon Act. He advised the 
property owners to talk frankly 
with the councilmen who, ho was 
sure, would be responsive to the 
wi.shes of the public. 

W. A. Evans jumped up and 
said Mr. Wygant just did not 
know what he was talking about. 
He declared the property owners 
had not been able to get a hear¬ 
ing and in particular that Coun¬ 
cilmen Isaacs anil Belohlavek had 
taken a defiant attitude in trying 
to put over a program to suit 
themselves. 

Earl Topping kept demanding 
from the back of the room that 
the councilmen put themselves on 
record as willing to do what the 
people wanted. Mr. Belohlavek 
said he would try to meet the pop¬ 
ular wish if he could find out 
what it really was, and Mr. Isaacs 
said he would respect the wishes 
of the entire city. 

H. E. .\llen pre.sented a resolu¬ 
tion lauding the services of Mr. 
Baker in steering the city on a 
safe legal course, in keeping the 
city free from legal attack and 
winning all court actions brought 
by the city. It further expres.sed 
disapproval and resentment at the 
action of the council majority in 
refusing his advice on the pro¬ 
ceedings with' his resultant resig¬ 
nation as special coun.sel. This 
resolution was adopted by an¬ 
other noisy vote. 

Howard l.ieben said he thought 
the meeting might to go on rec¬ 
ord as favoring the original proj¬ 
ect of extending Central .4venue 
to the west, but without repaving 
West Central or making East 
Central more than 65 feet wide. 
This also was adopted.
